At the present time KRAB faces the most severe financial crisis it has ever experienced, 
Even though KRAB has at long last moved into its new studios in Fire Station 25 and is about to 
commence construction of its Cougar Mountain tower, the cold facts are that if KRAB is to survive 
and stay on the air until the new tower is completed, $15,000 in cash must be raised in addition 
to the ordinary income that KRAB can expect over the next four months. 


KPAB's regular income during March through June from all sources will amount to about $6,000, 
This includes only about $2,000 (or an average of $500 monthly) from listener contributions, If 
the station is to continue on the air, as well as nay seriously delinquent bills and provide our 
small share of the money necessary to complete the tower, a minimum of $21,000 is needed for this 
period of time. 


Although the financial difficulties of the station have never been more bleak, the encouraging 
aspect of this is that these problems, if they can be surmounted, are temporary. With the new 
tower on Cougar Mountain, our range and coverapge will increase many times over, which we are 
confident will produce many new listeners. In addition, space on the tower itself can be leased 
to another broadcaster and our sub-carrier frequency can be leased. These latter two sources of 
income can produce almost $1,000 monthly in additional income. 


Every month the new tower is delayed means lost income of several thousand dollars, if a 
reasonable increase in contributions from the increased reception area can be anticipated. Seventy- 
five per cent of ‘the funiing for the tower has been provided by the Office of Education. While 
the balance needed is not great, it must be provided and our other sources of funds have been 
exhausted, We are therefore appealing to our friends at this critical juncture to make a once-only 
canital contribution to the station in an amount equal to their annual subscription. Please 
designate this as such on your check or money order and it will be separately recorded.

ELECTION TIME, DEAR FRIENDS 


KRAB-FM is owned by the Jack Straw Memorial Foun- 
dation, a non-profit corporation, which consists 
of a nine member board of trustees and the mem- 
ory of Jack Straw, Six of the nine members are 
permanent and three are elected. Two of these 
three are for two vear terms, Theu are elected 
by the entire membership which consists of all 
paid subscribers, staff, those volunteers who 
have worked ten hours or more during 1972 and 
those commentators who have presented at least 
three commentaries in 1972, and are staggered 

so that one of these positions comes up for elec- 
tion every year. Nominations aremade by a peti- 
tion of 15 members or bu the nominating commit- 
tee of the hoard which consists of those board 
members not running for re-election. The third 
elective position on the board of directors is 
for a one year term and voted on by all members 
except paid subscribers. (See Ray Serebrin's 
note eleswhere in the guide.) Nominations are 
made by a petition of five staff and/or volun- 
teers and/or commentators. Thus, this year the 
one year position and one of the two year posi- 
tions will be up for election. These are the 
positions of Raymond Serebrin and Simon Ottenberg, 
respectively, Petitions for nomination should 
be sent to: the Jack: Straw Memorial Foundation, 
P.O. Box 306, Silverdale, Washington 98383, 
Send them no later than April 15th, 1973, Bal- 
lots will be mailed out no later than April 20th. 
Ballots in recent times have contained short 
statements by the candidates, so if you want to 
run, you should be prepared to submit a brief 
statement concerning your candidacy. This 

year we want to stir things up a bit, so we 

are going to devote a good part of the April 
program guide to lengthy statements by candidates. 
In addition we have a radio station so we might 
as well use it, We hope to get candidates to 
debate, but you know how hard that is thses- days, 
If you are a member of the foundation as de~ 
fined ahove and do not see your name on the 

list on the side, please call the office at 
325-5111 and tell whoever you speak with 

that you would like to add vour name to the 
list. Be sure to tell us how you qualify, 

and to leave your name, address and phone 

number with whoever you talk to. Some 

of the names on the left do not qualify 

under the above definition, i.e. those 

who have been with the station since the turn 


of the year.
